MOVEMENT FOR REVENGE. 


BERLIN, Aug. 10.—A dispatch to tin 


Vossiche Zeitung from Warsaw gives de 
tails of yesterday's rioting. It. soys: 
"The disturbance .was.due to the-deter- 
mination of the revolutionists to revenge 
the arrest of 140'workmen of an enamel 
ed ware factory. ' The firing began- at 10 
o'clock in the morning in various parts 
of the city as by concerted signal. The 
first shots were fired by ,1 young He- 
brew, who killed a soldier and a police- 
man nud then fled into a shop. A soldier 
•pursued him and fired; killing the wom- 
an who kept the shop. In many places 
.the military fired on the crowds indi- 
scriminately and the exact number-killed 
has not yet been nscertained.

not difficult, the encyclical says' to fore- 
see the recriminations which the ene- 
raics of the church will make against our 
present decree. They will seek to per- 
suade the people that we do not seek the 
salvation of the church, hut that the 
form of the republic in France is odious 
to us. We denounce with 'indignation 
such insinuations as false. The makers 
of this law have not sought separation, 
but oppression. While affirming 
their 


desire for peace they have mndc atroc- 
ious war against religion. 
They hurl 


a brand of the most violent discord, thus 
arraying one citizen against another to 
the great detriment of public welfare. 
We have supported patiently injustice 
'after injustice through

French nation and arc finally asked to 
overstep the last limits of our apostolic 
duty and we declare our inability to 
overstep them.

substitute. 
It prevents the youthful 


helpers from doing what they^ could, nnd 
it does, not take their. plncc';;1as it cer- 
tainly should. 


.In speaking of a few Chicago cases the 


writer says: 


"It is all very well to say that a child 


under a certain age shall not be permit- 
ted to go to work. Host employers, even 
the most close fisted of them, will sub- 
scribe to-that. They know there is an ago 
below which a chiid is unreliable and not 
really a producer. But there is a time 
between 10 nnd 15 v-hen children can 
work to the profit of their employers 
provided the wupcs :ire low enough. 
Such children, of course, should be in 
M-hool if they arc to become valuable 
citizens, but if they are all that stands 
between the family and starvation it is 
a serious thing to sny they shall 'not 
work. 
• • 


''•Yet if a child is needed at home, and 


the stale needs him at school, who is."to 
suffer' Should the family be dcprived^of 
his services, or sl-ould the state provide, 
fairly for him during school itfio'; It is 
n serious question, which I for one do 
not care to answer, and yet it is one of 
those problems we as Americans OUfrht 
to be independent enough and brave en- 
ough to solve." 


It is a problem undoubtedly and many 


yood men and women are Riving atten- 
tion to it, among whom is the noted Miss 
Addams of Hull House, Chicago. It is 
possible the character of the work to be 
undertaken by children, the number of 
hours of work, and the sanitary condi- 
tions, might be well considered. Some 
well disposilioned person and of good 
judgment might be appointed to look 
into every ca^c where the labor of the 
child was* really necessnry to alleviate 
the distress of those depending upon the 
•earning*, small as they may be, of the 
child, and his decision govern. But cer- 
tainly if the law is to absolutely pre- 
vent where these destitution cases oc- 
cur and where what little can be ci.rncd 
is needed in the family, this same law 
must then step in and make good the 
loss of earnings. This is only justice. 


PRIMARY t.AW WORKINGS. 


The comment upon the workings of the 


Illinois primary election 1-iw are coming 
in. It seems clear that the voters may 
upset the npplc carts of politicians if 
they want to, but the evidence shows 
the"best machinery won the day. 


Considerable has been said as regards 


the lack of provision for the independent 
voter but newspaper comment is to the 
effect that the law had no business with 
this sort of citizen, but with political 
parties and was constructed with that 
purpose, but still if the Independent is 
so numerous, such may easily form a 
party of their own and so secure'a place 
on the primary ballot. This is probably 
a bit of sarcasm, for necessarily if no 
proper provision is left for citizens to 
insert any name of their own chosing, 
thus compelling them to accept nny one 
or more names of citizens offering them- 
selves, then oil course the law is a mock- 
cry and the sarcasm is but true, that 
the law only concerns itself with politic- 
al parties and not as to the choieo. of in- 
dividuals. One prominent paper at outs 
with the reigning powers in both parties 
declares the primary can not be valu- 
able or' even useful unions the people ex- 
ercise a degree of caution, bring out thdi 
moral sense in full play, and insist upon 
running the party themselves. Says this 
opinion : 


"Thus valuable results may bo ob 


tnincd. To stay away and leave tho 
leaders of the faction? to fight, it out 
among themselves is.to surrender tho 
victory to the crowd that has the least 
scruples and the most money with which 
to buy purchasable vote*." 
' . . 


This of course is more of an extreme 


view, but the prevailing opinion., is that 
unless citizens of all parties will take 
the trouble to vote and take healthy in- 
terest in every primary election, that it 
will be. no trouble for the political mn 
chinery to control and manipulate as do 
sired this applying to all parties. II 
tborcfom entirely lies with the people, a* 
it eert.ainly does in this stale 'and in 
states.trying this law for the' first time 
though essential provisions differ in al 
the states, the faults nnd omissions must 
be. carefully noticed and remedied. There 
ore such in both the Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin laws; and that the real choice of thn 
people be, enforced, it -will 'be necessary 
to remove-cumbersome nnd unnecessary 
prosisioni*Jor;£arty. machinery .and pom* 


mittcemen and make ample provision for 


independent voter.

RECORD GUN PRACTICE. 


Some remarkable exhibitions of fine 


rifle shots fired from a British cruiser 
with the Mediterranean tle.pt comes by 
telegraph. 
The results are no better 


than ?omc recorded by American marks- 
men, but yet of such admirable gunnery 
us to merit special mention. Out of six- 
ty-four rounds fired from a six-pound 
gun the gunners of the British cruiser 
Bruizer made forty-six hite and with a 
twelve pound gun made six hits out of 
ten rounds. As the average for six 
pounders i« stated to be 10.30 hits per 
gun this i? said to be a record. Another 
Mediterranean cruiser, the Bnrhnm, from 
a 4.7 inch pun in fifty-eight round* mnde 
forty-two hits, the most successful iworo 
having been eleven hits in eleven rounds 
from the same dimensioned gun of 4.7 
inch. 


This is most excellent shooting and 


while not Mlipaing any of our records is 
more than equal to any record marie by 
a ship in any .foreign navy. There arc 
undoubtedly some fine records made by 
Japanese gunners, but as the Japs keep 
things ro close, it is not powible to judge 
only by their work In war, which was «o 
far'superior to anything shown by their 
opponents either in ita Chinese war in 
the early nineties, or in its late war with 
Russia. Some good records have come 
from German gunners and fair ones from 
Frnnce, but two countries hold the 
world's championship, the United State 
and England beyond all questions o 
doubt. Still if our friends the Japs de- 
sire to contest the point with us am" 
England, and England is not satisfied 
our best gunners can bc»t their best gun- 
ners, why would it not be possible foi 
the throe countries, or even ndd further 
and .include Gornmny and Frnnce, nnil 
thus hold an intornnticnal naval gunnery 
contest. 


Such nn exhibition would r,ot be any 


thing breathing the spirit of war, wouli 
only b<- in the nnturn of good iiatured 
rivalry between great and most power 
fill nations, nnd as a mutter of fact be. 
much "iiore. conducive to' pence than war 
because of the splendid marksmanship 
that would undoubtedly be d-nplaywl bj 
picked men ofthc nations, leading natur 
ally to rivalry of gun crews and practice 
exhibition* of vessels' of war. The more 
perfect each nation ifi. the less likely is 
wafi The more, deadly the gunnery ,o

Tl:e United States seek no conquest, 


seek no possible opportunity to add the 
slightest area of nny country south of 
our line to our domains. If we fee Bsi' n-.
